The l’ress Act is said to have had the 
useful effect of checking “ a good deal of reckless, libellous, and unfair writing in 
the native papers.” If it does this, it achieves its principal object, and it is 
satisfactory to.know that the mere fact of its existence on the Statute Book is 
generally sufficient4o repress license. That it docs not discourage legitimate 
criticism is clear,to any reader of the vernacular papers during the past year. 
TL. Measures of internal administration—The Chowkidary Act, which has 
worked yery satisfactorily in many distriets of Bengal, is now being gradually 
extended throughout the 24-Pergunnahs. Its introduction has been attended 
with improved watch and ward and greater punctuality in the payment of the 
chow 8. The question of extending the Mahomedan Marriage Act to~ this 
district.is under consideration. A large number of offences against marriage 
are annually brought.bofore tho courts, and it is thought that the introduction 
of evén~a system of voluntary registration of marriages and divorcees would 
simplify-the task of dealing with them.

The Collector of Nuddea ar, 
from the increasing number of Small Cause Court cases and of bonds present 
for registration, that the ryots, in spite of their enhanced gains which have 
enabled them to pay off their rents, are getting. more and more deeply involved 
in debt. The Commissioner disputes the correctness of the Collector’s conclu- 
sions, and considers that, though the ryots here are not so well off as those 
of the eastern districts, they are certainly better off than they were. He thinks 
it more likely that the bonds are given by persons of the better class with 
small fixed incomes, who certainly find it year by year more difficult.to live.

Tho General Administration Report of the Patna Division for 1878-79, 

The report is written by Mr. F. M. Halliday, who was Commissioner of 
the Division throughout the year. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to observe 
that, with only one exception, the district reports were on this oceasion sub- 
mitted to the Commissioner with commendable punctuality, The Government 
Resolution is thus issued two and a half months earlier than last year. 

2. Mr, Halliday spent the greater portion of the cold weather on tour, 
visiting and inspecting the head-quarters of six out 
of the seven districts of his division, and eight out 
of fourteen sub-divisions. The Commissioner should arrange to visit: the 
head-quarters of a// his districts and all his sub-divisions at least once annually. » 
In Behar there is no reason why inspection work should not be done‘in hk 
hot weather and rains, if it is found difficult to overtake the whole during the © 
cold season. : Lie ath 

8. The Collectors of Shahabad, Gya, and Patna (Messrs. Edgar, Barton,

In also the bhadoi was a bumper crop, and the sharif wastbove the 
average, while the subbee was fair, being particularly good in the irrigated 
lands on the west of the district. Sarun had.a rich dado’ harvest in spite of 
scanty rains at the beginning of the season, and the low rice lands gave a fair 
yield. But it is said that the frequent failure of rico on the uplands is causing 
the ryots to abandon this cultivation in favor of cereals which do with less 
moisture. Nothing is more marked in connection with husbandry in Bengal than 
the certainty and rapidity with which the ryots adapt thoir cultivation to meet 
changes either in the market demand or in the circumstances of the seasons. 
The rubbee in Sarun was not so good as in other districts; and the mango crop, 
an important article of food in this district, did not come up to its early 
mise, Mozufferpore, Mr. Worsley writes, stands much in need of one season 
of heavy rainfall to restore the water-level of the district which has fallen con- 
siderably, and to revive the fortility of the chours or hollows where the best 
rice grows. ‘The crops were, however, last year very fair on the whole, and 
the bhadoi was, as in other places, much above average. Durbhunga presented 
similar results; but owing to its receiving a heavier fall of rain, the rice 
country about Alapore and the north-east of the district had an unusually good 
season, and developed an exceptionally brisk oop att trade as soon as the crops 
were cut. In Chumparun, the south-east of the district was badly off, owing 
to the failure of the autumn rain; but in the other parts the results were 
generally quite as favorable as in the neighbouring districts. 
5, “There were no serious epidemics of any kind in the division during 
the year, and this is perhaps the reason that the 
f mortality caused by the ordinary fovers of the 
country attracted more than usual attention. From several districts, however, it 
is reported that fever was particularly prevalent, though there was apparently 
. nothing special in the season to account for this. It is unsatisfactory to note 
that in Gya small-pox is gaining ground, and it is to be hoped that the special 
measures adopted to check it will have the desired effect. Cholera showed itself 
from time to time in every district, but nowhere became seriously epidemic. 
6. The depressed coudition of the lower classes of cultivators and laborers 
f in Behar is annually recognised and discussed in 
Peas ager py the people; the Divisional Administration Report. It cannot 
+, at present be expected to vary much from year to 
ear, except so far as it may be affected for the better or worse, by good or 
tea harvests, and by a fall or rise in the prices of food. As has been hefore 
pointed out, it is quite possible to poh conclusions based upon even these 
ore premises too far, in estimating the condition of a province where wages are 
2 in grain, and where rents frequently consist of a certain proportion of 
is erop. Still, after making all allowances, there can bo no doubt that the sus- 
ed rise in prices, common to nearly every district in Behar, must press seri- 
ously upon all who are not themselves sellers of surplus produce. The fact 
appears to be that excessive exportation, stimulated by high prices outside the 
‘province, has thoroughly depleted the local stocks, and even the favourable 
‘ Ce the past year had no appreciable, or at any rate no lasting, effect on tho 
Toeal markets, much of the crop being drained away for sale in other parts of the

Of the poorer classes in Sarun, the Sub-Divisional Officer of Sewan writes— 


It is, however, a fact that the average size of the farms of the poorer classes does not 
exceed five boeghas, and that seven persons according to the census constitute a household. 
The average value. of the crops produced in one year, taking good land with bad, on @ 
single beegha is Ks. 25, of which Rs. 3 is payable in rent, isrefore, amongst the poorer 
classes, that is some 600,000 persons, seven persons have to subsist on Hs. 102 a year) or only a 
rupeo and four annas each a month, Yet even this condition represents a state of things much 
more favourable than half of the poorer classes, or 300,000 persons, can obtain. ‘Tens of 
thousands of them have not more than two beeghas of land, and the number of those 
who have ouly two to three is equally great. Thero are, besides, the landless day-laborers, 
who number from ten to fifteen per cent. of the inhabitants of ‘every village. How they 
contrive to subsist in years of scarcity, and particularly during such lengthened periods of 
dearth as the first five months of tho official year under report, is a more difficult question 
than most people are prepared to answer. The fact is that the possessors of a larger kind 
of farms, with areas from fifteen to thirty beeghas, and even less, know the importance of 
preserving this class alive, and also of preventing thom from emigrating through distress, 
and give them just enough food to keep body and soul together. HMmigration is constantly 

roposed as the panacea for the domestic difficulties of Sarun; but so long as there is a 
large class of middle-class farmers, whose caste or pride restrains them from working, and 
who are prepared to devote all their influence and much of their substancevto keep the 
really poor in the district, evon whon they have no work forthem to do, so long will all 
schemes for diminishing the population by emigration infallibly fail. 









7. Gloomy as these pictures are, there is no reason to believe that 
matters were worse last year than usual. On the contrary, it is reported that 
all those laborers who are paid in kind derived the full benefit of the abundant 
harvests ; and at one time in Durbhunga the demand for labor in the fields was 
so great, and the remuneration so good, that it was almost impossible to got 
men to work on the district roads even at considerably enhanced wages. In 
Gya, again, the great public works now being carried on there did much to 
help the laborers to meet the high prices of the bazaars. That there was no 
special pressure in the division is indeed manifest from the fact that the number 
of emigrants to the colonies and tea districts fell from 11,300 in 1877-78 
to 5,039 during the year of report, the largely over-populated district of Sarun 
contributing only 84 of these. There was of course the usual exodus by road 
from Sarun and Tirhoot of gangs seeking work in the eastern districts of Bengal ; 
but no inducements suffice to take the Behari coolic away from home for more 
than a few weeks at a time, or to places of which he has no personal knowledge. 
Thus, attempts to get doolie bearers for the North-West Frontier and for Burmah 
entirely fuiled, though the wages offered were liberal in the extreme. 

8. It is evidently futile to hope that emigration will relieve Behar of 
any appreciable portion of its poorle until some change takes place within 
the province itself, which will have the effect of extruding the superfluous 
population by making it practically impossible for them to continue there. 
Such a change can probably only be effected by a reform of the land Jaw. If 
the present dead level of pauperised cultivators were once broken up, and if due 
protection were given to the ryots, and their tenures made secure and valuable ; 
the standard of comfort among the landholding peasantry would probably 
rise; the desire to increase the area of their holdings would become effective, 
as the means to attain this accumulated; and eventually it might be hoped 
that the soil would be divided among just such a number of cultivators, with 
their dependent laborers, as it could maintain in the higher style of Ii that 
would necessarily follow upon growing wealth, Thus gradually an effective 
stimulus to emigration might be applied, serving to rid the country of its surplus 
population. All this, however, if it ever comes, must be the work of fue, ihe 
whole subject of the Rent Law is now under the consideration of a Governme 
Commission, and is beset with many difficulties. Meanwhile, erie the most 
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marked improvement in the lot of the cultivating population a 
arises out of the altered conditions under which indigo manufacture is now 
being carried out, as will be noticed below in a later part of this resolution. 
9. There is nothing to add to the general information under this 
ddaocisie eat gran in former reports; but noti 
wig that tho saltpetre of North :

10, ‘The trade of the year presented few special features calling for com- 
ment. The exportation of grain was brisk, though 
cha aramaclta many of the Patna merchants had lost heavily in 
speculations during the Madras famine. he canal and railway are expected 
to dovelope largely tho trade of Gya, in which district cross-country commu- 
nication is ut present very backward and difficult. In Durbhunga the bulk of 
the traffic in grain still follows the roads and rivers and avoids the rail. 
Through Chumparun large supplies of timber were passing during the year, 
owing to the recent sale of the heavy stocks held by the Nepal Durbar. 
11. In South Behar the opening of the Sony Canals and the construc. 
Parers tion of the Gya Railway are said to have given 
eee general satisfaction; hut the chief general topic 
of the year throughout the division has been the License Tax. ‘This, though 
naturally unpopular, is after all said to be less disliked among the lower classes 
than the Chowkidari Tax, the assessment of which is conducted by tho village 
punchayets, and has always been a sore subject with the Behar villagers.

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18. Notwithstanding the orders of Government upon last year’s report, 
little or no attention has been given to this 
subject by the district officers. What is required 
is not a meagre summary of incomplete statisties supplied by the civil courts, 
but an intelligent discussion of the general character of the civil litigation 
for the year, the causes of its increase or decrease, or of any abnormal features 
disclosed in it, end the feelings of the pcople in regard to it, as ascertained 
by conversation with all classes during the district and sub-divisional officers’ 
tours. Every district officer should be in a position to give information on a 
matter so intimately connected with the internal administration of his district, 
and, as before pointed out, he should by free unofficial communications with the 
District Judge keep himself acquainted with the opinions of the Civil Court 
authorities on this important subject.

No fewer than 20,714 cases under the Act have been disposed of in this 
division in the last three years. 

As might be expected, the land registration operations have brought out 
very clearly the minute sub-division of landed property. In Shahabad, where the 
operations have been almost completed, only 1,000 out of 5,620 estates are the 

property of single proprietors. In by far the majority of estates the number of 
interests or shares varies from 30 to 40. In a few estates the lowest share 
varies from 8 to 10 massas (a massa is cqual to ;hpth of apie). In onerevenue- 
free property tle number of interests registered is 296, of which the highest is 
represented by 2 annas and the lowest by 5 krant; but in Tirhoot, where the 
machinery of the butwarah law is everlastingly at work, the sub-division of 
estates is still more minute. 
The number of partition cases instituted was 233 against 89 in the previous 
ear. Thue file of pending cases is yery heavy—680 cases—but two Special 
eputy Collectors have been appointed lately to attend solely to this work 
in Patna and Tirhoot.

The revenue from country spirits 
rose indeed by Rs. 57,707, but this was more than counterbalanced by a decre 
of Rs. 68,732 in the revenue from ganja. It is matter of entire satisfaction 
that the high duty on ganja is now apparently driving the consumers of that 
noxious drug to the use of the comparatively wholesome and harml 
spirit. The extension of the outstill system would perhaps in a 
Jed to an increase of revenue from country liquor, but so far as this is the case, 
it represents in most districts merely the substitution of a licit for an illicit 
beverage.

The Commissioner endeavours to account for the extraordinarily small 
demand in Patna, which, though much smaller in area and population than most 
of the Behar districts, is foremost. in commercial importance, by tho theory that 
most of the traders have places of business ix Calcutta and elsewhere, where they 
must have been separately assessed. "That is a question of fact as to which positive 
evidence should have been forthcoming. As it is, allowing for this consideration, 
there seems strong ground for believing that Patna has, as compared with the 
other districts, been undor-assessed, The Commissioncr reproduces extracts from 
his annual report upon the License Tax submitted to tie Board of Revenue, in 
whieh he institutes 2 comparison between the results under the present Act and 
those under the License Tax Act of 1867 and the Income Tax of 1872, It is 
difficult to make such a comparison with any degree of precision owing to the 
differences in the gradation of the schedules and in the incidence of the several 
taxes, and the Lieutenant-Governor will defer comment until he has before him 
the Board’s report, in which doubtless this matter will receive such analysis 
as is possible under the circumstances. Of the aggregate demand of Rs, 4,39,828 
on account of License Tax in 1878-79, Rs, 8,76,377 or 85:5 per cent. were 
collected, the most successful district being Chumparun, which realized 99 per 
cent. of the demand, and the worst being Sarun, where only 67°6 per cont, was 
recovered. The outstanding balances were mostly being reulized after the 
close of the zo 

18. The stamp revenue of the division fell from Rs. 16,53,234 to 
: Rs. 15,44,587, chiefly owing to the cessation of 

pene applications under the Land Registration Act. 
The sales of non-judicial stamps increased from Rs. 3,34,720 to Rs, 3,62,798, 
which the Commissioner considers an indication of growing indebtedness 
the higher and agricultural classes.

20. The Gya Railway was opened for traffic up to Jehanabad by the 

end of the year, and has since been opened through- 
out, though hardly as yet in a fit state for ropalke 
working. Such crowds of people flocked to the line that it was found impos- 
sible even to keep them off the trucks of the material trains, and the engineers 
have done what they could under great difficulties to mect the requirements 
of the local public. “The Tirhoot State Railway showed a satisfactory increase 
of traffic, which would have heen greater but for the large exportation of grain 
westward by road and river, 

21. The Commissioner remarks that the Sone Canals have increased 
in popularity both for irrigation and navigation, It 
is gratifying to know also that, even at this carly 
stage of their existence, the revenue derived from them has in the last year 
exceeded the working expenses. The following statement gives the particulars 
for the canals east and west of the Sone :—

From the above figures, it will be scon that there was a surplus of receipts 
over expenditure of Rs. 67,121; but this does not represent the whole of the 

rofits, as the arrears of uncollected revenue at the end of the year amounted to 
Re. 38,04,411. It must also be remembored that the year 1878-79 was the first 
in which any revenue was derived from the canals cast of the Sone. In- 
1877-78 water was given from tho Patna Canal free of charge. The people 
in the last year held back, hoping that the same boon would be again granted. 

22, The Patna Canal was opened for traffic in October 1877 ; its length is 

83 miles, of which 47 are in Gya and 36 in Patna. Asa navigable line it is 
likely to be useful, passing as it does the large towns of Urwal and. Dand- 
nuggur, which have considerable trade with Patna. A steamer has been placed 
on this canal which makes one trip each way weekly, and has now begun to pay 
her expenses in the carriage of passengers. It is proposed to run her more fre- 

ently, and in connection with another steamer on the Shahabad Canals. 
Rout 180 miles of distributary channels have been completed from the Patna 
Canal, which can irrigate at present 128,000 acres of land. 

23. In Shahabad the principal canals are the Arrah, Main Western, 

and Buxar. The first was completed two years ago; the second is only 
a short length extending from the head works at Dehree on the Sone to 
Sasseram, a distance of 22 miles. The Buxar Canal, to connect the town 
of Buxar on the Ganges with Sasseram and Dehree, is in course of construction, 
and the work on it hus made good progress during the year, 10 miles at the ~ 
upper end having been opened, but not yet for traffic. The total 1 
of the three navigable canals is 128 miles. Irrigation in the Shahabad district 
has bari a firm hold of the people. During the past yeat 146,755 acres were

24. The Commissioner, quoting from the note on the Sone Canals by the 
Committee appointed under the Famine Commission to report on the irrigation 
works in Bengal, states that “the present system of tollage is answerable for the 
small traffic on the canals. This is not quite a correct view of the case. The 
canals have been quite lately established, and some time must elapse before the 
ple in an inland district taketo a totally new system of carriage, It is 
sufficient ‘to say that the tolls on the Sone Canals aro even lower thanin 
Orissa and Midnapore, where, a¢ first, traffic was but small, and has since 
immensely developed, and that the whole cost of carriage by boat is only 
a quarter of the average cost of carting in the district. 
25.. On the whole, the prospects of the Sone Canals are encouraging. 
The works are now drawing towards completion, and as the system becomes 
understood by the people, und they see that a good crop can with certainty 
be secured in any year, irrespeetive of the rainfall, by tho use of canal water, 
tho area of irrigated lands will certainly increase year by year. Negotiations 
have been concluded, anda contract entered into for a term of years with a 
French firm for the erection of mills at Ne nge on the Arrah Canal, the 
machinery of which is to be driven by the water-power of the fall at that placo. 
Thus another source of revenue has been opened. The total expenditure during 
the past year on the canals for works, establishment, tools and plant, &c., has 
been Rs, 16,69,629, of which Rs. 11,80,129 was for works. 

26. Anirrigation project has Leen commenced in the district of Sarun 
during the year... The cost will be about 44 lakhs of rupees, the interest on 
which has been guaranteed by the planters, who will benefit by the schemo. 
The works consist of a main head cut from the river Gunduck in the north 
of the district, with a supply sluice, by which the will be led into soveral 
natural channels, whence it will be distributed. There are also some minor 
connecting cuts and sluices which are finished. In fact, with tho exception of 
the head sluices and head cut above mentioned, both of which are in a 
forward state, the works may be said to be complete. A small irrigation 
scheme in the Chumparun district, known as the Teur project, has been of 
great benefit, and must, during the last dry on, have proved very remunera- 
tive to the owner of the lands, by whom the cost of the works was paid, 

27. The Gunduck embankments in Sarun, Mozufferpore, and Chumparun 
are in good order, but the Sub-Divisional Officer of Betteah in Chumparun 
is of opinion that the embankment in that sub-division is on the whole 
injurious. This latter portion of the embankment has only been in existence 
* for four years, which haye been exceptionally dry ones, so that sufficient 
opportunity has hardly been afforded on which to form a confident opinion 

28. The district roads are reported to be generally in good order, The 

. chief exception is in the district of Gya, where the 

state of the communications is very backward. In 

Sarun also and Shahabad a good deal remains to be done in the way of metal- 

ling to meet the requirements of the local trafic. It is satisfactory to find 

that attention is being given tothe planting of trees along the public roads, 

In Mozufferpore 111 miles of road have been planted with 17,301 trees at a 

cost,of Rs, 5,484. The Lieutenant-Governor hopes that most of these are fruit- 
trees, as suggested in the Government circular on the subject. 

. The progress of education during the year has been highly gratify- 

ing, there being an increase in the number of 

schools from 8,376 to 6,952, and in pupils from 

70,780 to 95,553. The inerease is seen under nearly every class of school,

* management ofthe Revenue authorities during the 

year. Many of them, especially in Sarun, are 
deeply inv8lved, and gave an amount of trouble to the district officers quite 
disproportionate to their value. The great Durbhunga estate will shortly pass 
out of the hands of the Court of Wards, as the Maharaja comes of age on the 
25th September next. It is satisfactory therefore to learn that the system of 
direct management introduced in 1876-77 has now been extended to nearly 
the whole of the property and has proved a great success, the collections 
last-year being 125-4 per cent. of the current demand. The survey of the 
Tirhoot and Bhagulpore properties had nearly been completed at a cost of only 
seven annas per acre, The Maharaja will receive Rs. 38,02,200 in Guvern- 
ment securities when he comes of age. Fortunately he has shown himself well 
qualified to undertake the great responsibilities which will then devolve upon 
him, and he may rely upon the advice and assistance of Government and its 
officers in any matters of difficulty. 

81. The prospects of the experimental tea cultivation in the ‘north of 
Chumparun, referred to in the last report, are said 
not tobe promising. The difficulty from want of 

water has not been got over, and the climate is unfavorable for Evropeans, 

82. The Licutenant-Governor has read with much satisfaction the 
account given of the improved. relations between 
the indigo planters and ryots, mainly owing to the 
exertions of the Behar Indigo Association and its managing Committees. 
The Collector of Chumparun writes that the ryots appear “satisfied with the 
concessions made.” The Collector of Mozufierpore testifies that the working of 
the Association has proved a ‘great success,’ the Committees taking up all 
matters in a just aud impartial spirit, and bringing .all their influence to 
bear in promoting peace and harmony. Mr. Worsley. did-notin his cold 
weather tour receive a single complaint against any indigo factory—an 
extraordinary improvement upon his experience» of former years. The 
Collector of Sarun is new to the district and cannot speak from personal 
knowledge ; but here, too, the operations of the Association have resulted in 
good. In Durbhunga, where there seems to have been a strong local opposi- 
tion to the principles of the Association, the history of the year has not been so 
uniformly satisfactory ; but even here the Collector, Mr. Quinn, reports a general 
impYovement in the relations between planters and ryots, and bears witness 
to the willingness of the Association to do all it can to reform abuses. The 
points to which the Association chiefly directed its attention were the 
payment of labour at current rates, discountenancing the illegal seizure of lands 
‘as zerat, and the stoppage of petty and harassing litigation. The Lieutenant- 
Governor has no doubt that if district officers will only give the Association 
their cordial support in its endeavours to secure these objects, and if they will 
communicate freely and frankly with its Committees when abuses come to 
their knowledge, a great and lasting improvement in the indigo system of 
Behar will very speedily be effected. It would be a heavy misfortune for the 
province were this industry to come to ruin. Conducted upon fair principles, 
it can only be a blessing to the people, and there is no reason why it should 
not still prove profitable to the planter. f 

33. The tobacco manufacture at Poosah has not yet passed beyond the 

Sueca stage of experiment; but Messrs. Begg, Dunlop 
and Company are persevering with the enterprise, 

and the results so far are sufficiently encouraging, From 200 acres 150,000tb. 
of tobacco-leaf were realized, samples of which were shipped to England and

Of Rs. 29,007, contributed for roads, Rs. 17,616 were for roads inthe Julpi- 
goree district, the funds for which were provided by the Court of Wards on 
behalf ‘of the Rajah of Cooch Behar. Two bridges in the same district were’ 
constructed at’a cost of Rs, 828, the funds for which were given from the same 
source. Ap bridge was builton the Ninepore Road in Cuttack by Golam Rasool. 
at a cost of Rs, 1,356. : 

Two drainage channels were made in the Mozufferpore district at a 
cost of Rs. 700; and three canals in the Chumparun district at an outlay of 
Rs. 2,100. 

Of the large amount, Rs. 1,89,520, expended on tanks, Rs. 14,000 were given 
by Baboo Joykissen Mookerjee for redigging a tank at Megsur in the Hooghly 
district ; Rs. 12,000 by Baboo Ramphal Sahoo for a pucka tank at Raghoonath- 
pore, in Shahabad; Rs. 8,475 by Baboo Purno Chunder Roy for a tank at 
Syedpore, in the Furreedpore distict ; Rs. 3,000 by Baboo Hurish Chunder Saha 
for a tank at Ragail, in Bogra, and a like amount by Goburdhun Dass fora tank 
at Roringa, in Sarun. 

A masonry, ghat was built by Rao Jogendro Narain Roy, on the Bagi- 
rathee River, at Jungypore, at a cost of Ks. 12,000. Baboo Omesh Chunder 
Pal also spent Rs. $,000 on a masonry ghat on the Hooghly river, at Kurdah, © 
near Barrackpore. 

One staging bungalow, or serai, was built at Chutra, in the Hazareebagh 
district, at a cost of Rs. 4,500, by Mohunt Sen Prokash Das. ‘. 

A dispensary and hospital were built at Jungypore, in Moorshedabad, by 
Baboos Brodhoo Sing and Bishun Chund Sing, at a cost of Rs. 12,000. The 
Maharance Surnomoye, of Cossim Bazar, also contributed Rs. 800 for the 
repair of the charitable dispensary at Julpigorce. 

At Shewhur, in Mozufferpore, Baboo Deo Nunda Singh gave Rs. 1,585 
for the construction of a school-house ; and at Radoa, in Bogra, an Urdu school 
was built by Ahamuddeen Khalifa, at a cost of Rs. 240. 

In the Mozufferpore district Rs, 1,910 were expended by six persons 
in planting trees by the road side. .

n carried out in any previous year, and the Lieutenant-Governor has great

RESOLUTION, 


Tus memorandum by the Army Sanitary Commission puts into a suocinct and convine- 
ing shape much that has been said from time to time by Sanitary Commissioners in India ; 
an it embodies a great deal that is contained in tho village and town conservancy rules, 
which haye been circulated in the different provinces of India. ‘The characteristics, physical 
and social, of the several provinces of India differ widely; and it would not be eel le to 
ny down broadly that the zemindar or village proprietor is bound to provide maintain 
sufficient tanks or wells for the villagors, to keep the village site in a sanitary condition, and 
to improve the ventilation of the village. In some large provinces of India there is no.such 
porson as the village zemindar or proprietor ; whilo in other provinces it would be impossible 
for the personage, who in some degree corresponds to the squire of an English village,to 
undertake these duties. 

2, The memorandum suggests that the local authorities in India must deoido as to the 

islative and administrative measures which should be taken to enforce the principles now 
down. So far, however, as municipal towns are concerned, the existing laws on the 
subject, if properly enforced, would appoar to suffice ;and for most towns sufficient rules 
have been ned under those laws. In towns, action is being taken, with varying success, 
in the directions indicated in paragraph 10 of the Army Sanitary Commission's memoran- 
dum ; but funds do not permit of all that is needed being done af once, or in a short time. 
The memorandum, however, contains many practical suggestions of great value, and copies 
should be furnished to all municipal towns in order to assist the municpal bodies in initiating 
and directing measures of conservancy, 

8. As to village conservancy, it will be necessary to trust to tho gradual improvement. 
of village arrangements by the people themselves as they make progress in education, in 
the appreciation of sanitary measures, and in wealth. It is <guseonebls whether active 
police interference in such matters in rural tracts would be productive of much good, while 
such interference would certainly involve risk of oppression. ‘The vaccination establishments, 
which are now being distribute throughout the country, can gradually, and in the course 
of.years, help the people to accomplish much sanitary improvement. on simplo sanitary 
principles and rules are universally taught, as, it is hoped, will soon be the case in schools, 
& goneration may grow up who, at any rate, will know the village improvements which are 


* desirable, and the reasons why thoy are desirable. For the present, the Government of India 


would not advocate stringent legislative or administrative measures for enforcing: 
sanitary reforms, which would not be understood by the people. When, however, 
sanitary cocdition and healthfulness of towns have been generally brought up to a fair 
standard, and whon the objects of sanitary reform are moré generally understood, it may 
be time to initiate stringent legislative or othor measures for enforcing sanitary principles in 
the interior. Until thay time, precepts and advice from Government officials of all de 
ments and ranks, with ocoasional help from such local funds as may be available, shi 
directed to— 

(a) improving and keeping clean the sources of water-supply in villages; 

(a) syttemaliting and tendering, as fur as possible, ianopsous the netitcaliheeit 
whereby villagers of all ages and ranks rosort to the fields to obey the call 
of nature ; We 

(c) gradually improving the surface drainago of village sites. 4

Tho village officor might possibly be charged with overnight of the compounds. and 
houses ; or, at all events, he might call the attention of the peop lo to the necessity for rigid ~ 
cleanliness and for removing cattle outside the compounds. Some provision might be made, 
for stalling them outside the village; but, at any rate, it would be far safor to have a_oattle- 
pen on some open ground within the village than to keep cattle inside the houses, Ins 
‘a. case the village officer might enforce rigid cleanliness and removal of all manure dutsi 
the village. It would be advisable, to follow the course which has been adopted in some parts 
of India, namely, to put up boundary marks round villages within which no’ deposit of. any. 
kind of filth should be allowed. 

It follows from what has been said that the most urgent sanitary improvement for 
Indian villages is one that need cost nothing. It is simply cleanliness, in which every 
inhabitant should lend his assistance; but in the case of those who would prefer to pay rather 
than to do their own cleansing, the expense would be very small. wei 

15. Next in importance to cleanliness is the protection of water-souroes ; and a very 
simple rule of judging of the need of this can be applied by any oue. - It is this, to exami 
the ground about the well or tank. If the ground is foul and filth-sodden, no well di 
it can yield good water, and no tank is safe unless the margins are raised to prevent: 
filth being Washed into the tauk during the rains. If in any house or, oom| 
cesspit together with a well or tank, both should be filled up. It may hej 
that the cesspit has so fouled the subsoil that no good water can be got from it, 
this no cesspit or dung-heap should bo permitted within the boundary of, any house. 
tho inhabitants resort to the fields, the whole house filth should be remoyed daily in:a port- 
able vessel. fe 

The safest course to take where wells are tho source of the water-supply, and where they 
havo beon dug in fouled ground, is to provide a new well ; probably one for the whole village 
might be sufficient. It should be dug in clean ground away from all nuisance, The sub-soil 
water should be cut off from it by easing the well outside with concrete to a depth.of Bor 
10 foot from the ground lovel. ‘ho tubs of tho well should be raised two foot above the” 
ground, and the surface should be sloped away .from the well, and paved or covered with i 
concrete, so as to wry away all wasto waver, Probably the best. way of drawin, gator me] 
would be by a windlass and iron bucket and chain, and some kind of.cover should baused ~~ 
to keep leaves out of the well.

19,01,619 maunds 19 seers and 14 chittacks in the previous quarter, and 
21,74,904 maunds 16 seers and 11 chiltacks in the corresponding quarter of 

the previous year; and the amount of duty levied thereon was Rs. 54,22,595-4, 
against Rs, 50,37,902-14-8 in the previous quarter, aud Rs. 64,45,047-8-1 
in the corresponding quarter of the previous year.

RESOLUTION, 

Rrav— 
The Board’s Report upon the Land Revenue Administration of the Lower Provinoes 
for the year 1878-79. 

Ir is satisfactory to find that the Board have been able to submit this 
report two months earlier than last year—a fact which proves that the orders 
of Government insisting upon greater punctuality in the preparation of annual 
reports were not unreasonable. The Lieutenant-Governor hopes that the 
improvement will be maintained in future years. 

2. The most important event of the year, so far as the land revenue 
administration is concerned, is said to have been the introduction of the “Bill 
to define and limit the powers of settlement officers” in amendment of Act 
II (B.C.) of 1878, This measure has since become law, and the Lieutenant- 
Governor trusts that it will be found to lessen materially, if it does not alto- 
gether remove, the difficulties felt of late years by the Settlement Department 
in dealing with questions of enhancement of rent. It is expected to do this 
without interfering unduly with the just rights of under-tenants and ryots, and 
without injuring their legal position under the existing rent law. e local 
rent law of Chota Nagpore has also been amended by Act I (B.C.) of 1879, 
and has now been brought into harmony with the land system of that province. 

8. The total number of estates on the revenue-roll during the last three

There was thus a satisfactory reduction of balances by Rs. 2,46,127, the 
improvement being common to all classes of estates.

Large sums were outstanding also in Midnapore and Backergunge, while 
the percentages of collection in Darjeeling, Furreedpore, and Lohardugga were 
very unsatisfactory, though the actual outstandings were comparatively small in 
amount. As in former years, a large part of the balances is accounted for by 
unpaid revenue in Wards’ estates. ‘here had not probably been time to give 
full effect to the Government orders on last year’s report during the last two 
quarters of 1878-79, and the Licutenant-Governor will therefore content him- 
self with repeating here that the Board must see that arrears of this kind are 
not allowed to accumulate, and must insist on Collectors treating the Goyern- 
ment revenue as the first charge on the estates after payments of the allow- 
ances fixed for the support and education of the ward and his family, and of 
the charges for management and supervision [see section 48, Act 1X “(B.C.) of 
1879]. Of the total «arrears duc on permanently-settled estates, Rs, 304,328 
have been realized since the close of the year, Rs. 95,054 are being recovered 
by process of law, and Rs, 2,67,593 are due from Wards’ estates.

The large balance in Midnapore appears to have been mainly due to the 
sickness of the Deputy Collectors in charge of Majnamutha during the best 
part of the collecting season. In Pubna most of the balance will have to be 
xemitted on account of diluvion. In Furreedpore diluvion accounts for a fourth, 
unfinished settlements for another fourth, and the rest is being recovered, 
The outstandings in Backergunge are not satisfactorily accounted for. The 
bulk cf the arrears is said to be under recovery by the certificate procedure. 
‘The outstanding balance in Darjeeling was very heavy in proportion te the 
demand (36°31 per cent.) ‘This is attributed to’ the fact that the sale laws are 
not ie force in that ‘tetrict. The question of extending these is under ~ 
consideration, : 
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11. The balances in Government estates, though less than last year, aie 
still unduly large. Only in ten districts (including Calcutta) were the collee- 
tions over 90 per cent. on the demand. In the following districts not only

Generally speaking, it would seem that in Midnapore, Moorshedabad, Dacea, 

Tipperah, and Shahabad the greater portion of the balances are under recovery, 
and the delays of the certificate procedure are blamed for the outstandings. 
This is by no means a satisfactory explanation of the increase in the balances ; 
and if Collectors were a little more prompt and careful in supervising the 
routine work of their offices, even the delays of Act VIL (B.C.) of 1868 would 
not be found insuperable. In the absence of any special cause, the existence of 
a large recoverable bulance indicates almost certainly lax administration. In 
Backergunge the lingering effects of the cyclone of 1876 are put forward as 
accounting for the non-recovery of Rs. 1,02,700 of the balance. High prices, 
floods, and diluviations are said to account for the rest. But high prices mean 
more money paid for agricultural produce, which should have put the ryotsin a 
better position than before for paying their rents, while there is strong ground 
for believing that the effects of the eyclone have long since passed away. 
Indeed in paragraph 52 of the report ‘this is stuted as a fact to account for 
better collections in the éias estates of the Dacca Division generally. ‘The truth 
sprees to be, as the Commissioner evidently suspects, that the tchsildari ostab- 
ishments in this district have not been properly looked after. In Lohardugga, 
again, the high prices of food-grains are put forward as the cause of the out- 
standings, along with a local failure of crop. There may be something in the 
Jast excuse: the first is unintelligible. ‘lhe arrears in Patna are satisfactorily 
aceounted for. In Noakholly and Chittagong the urrears, though heavy in 
amount, are less than in 1877-78, thus—

11. The outstanding balanees in ryotearee tracts were less than in 1877-78 — 
Rs. 80,506 against Rs. 1,07,043, Of the total, Rs. 22,311 were due in Bhagul- 
pore and Rs. 15,919 in Monghyr, and no sufficient explanation being given of 
the cause, the Board have called for special report. Hs. 19,614 were due from 
Julpigoree, but this is, on the whole, satisfactorily accounted for, 

12. During the year 81 Government estates, with an area of 2,224 acres 

and a Government demand of Rs. 1,945, were sold for Rs. 21,273; two shares 

of an area of 213 acres, bearing a demand of Rs. 192, were sold for Rs, 800 ; 99 
of railway B lands, with an area of 828 acres, were sold revenue-freo for 

_Rs. 6,229 ; and five plots of C land, with an area of 36 acres, wore sold for 

“Rs. 351. Tho original price of these C lands was Rs. 762. 

~ 18. ‘In paragraphs 47 to 57 of the report, the Board discuss the working 

- of the'system of direct management of Government estates in the different 

divisions. The total number of estates or propertics under management is 

iven, nor is any summary of results embodied in the report. So far as 
d, the facts differ little from those reported last year. In dis- 
“there are no special difficulties, and where the subordinate estab- 

erly supervised, 


























this system works with a reaspnable amount 
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‘of success, It is not suited to tracts like Palamow, where the habits and customs 
of the people lean to a system of resident and hereditary farmers, nor to the 
reclamation of the island churs of the eastern districts, where capitalists are essen- 
tial to the due settlement of ryots. In the resolution upon last year's report 
the Lieutenant-Governor invited the Board to reconsider the whole question of 
direct management in exceptional tracts of this character. From the remarks in 
paragraph 57 of the report, it would scem that they have overlooked this invi- 
tation. In Noakholly a revised tehsildari agency has been lately sanctioned, 
and proposals of a similar character regarding Chittagong are said to be now 
before the Board, but have been laid aside on the ground of their involving 
increased outlay. It is no economy to keep back such reforms on account of 
their involving a present increase of expenditure, while the balances of Govern- 
ment revenue are allowed to mount to such figures as are shown in the return. 
It appears, however, that the Board have now ealled for quarterly in lieu of 
annual returns from estates under direct management, and the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor hopes that close and intelligent supervision will be brought to bear upon 
the present very unsatisfactory state of affairs. It does not appear that any 
attention has been paid to the suggestions in last year’s resolution for the 
better control of the administration of Government estates in each district by 
placing it in special charge of Assistant Collectors and by utilizing more 
freely the Sub-Deputy Collectors. Next year the Lieutenant-Governor will 
expect precise information as to how the Government estates of each district 
are supervised and administered. 

14. The miseellancous revenue of the year amounted to Rs. 1,91,435 against 
Rs, 2,18,277 in 1877-78. The decrease was due mainly to the less frequent 
sales of Government estates. The outstanding balances amounted to Rs. 76,636, 
mostly due on railway C lands, and since remitted. 

15. There were 141 original settlements effected during the year, inyoly- 
ing a revenue of Rs. 15,640; 258 re-settlements, with a revenue of Rs. 1,69,540; 
and 137 summary settlements, with a revenue of Rs. 83,501. The net increase 
of revenue under the first two headings was Rs. 56,181. Summary settlements 
caused a decrease of Ks. 6,728, almost entirely in Monghyr ryotwaree tracts. 
At the close of the ycar there were 1,472 estates awaiting settlement, beuring 
an estimated revenue of Rs. 10,07,942. The amount of settlement work dis- 
posed of was by no means satisfactory, and the heavy files in some districts 
call for the attention of the Board. 

16. The important settlements of the Western Dooars, of the Darjceling 
Terai jotes, of the Noabad lands in Chittagong, and of the Government estate 
of Khoorda in Poorce, have all made good progress during the year, and 
separate orders have from time to time been passed by Goveneatt in 
respect of cach of them, which need not be here again noticed in detail. In 
Bogra it appears that the Jaipore estates are uow being settled, under the orders 
of the Board, by special arrangements with each ryot, and that, up to thé close 
of the year, 3,007 ryots had been settled with for Rs. 21,543, being Rs. 5,067 
more than the late farmer paid for the same lands. The Lieutenant-Governor 
would wish to have more precise information as to the nature of the arrange- 
ments that are being made, the title given to the ryots, and the mode of collect- 
ing the revenue from them, ‘The settlement work in Noakholly, involving the 
measurement of 47,000 acres, has been hindered by the illness of the Deputy 
Collector in charge. The Board will no doubt continue to direct speci: 
attention to this district, the revenue administration of which had fallen into 
avery unsatisfactory state, 

17. The Estates Improvement Fund had receipts aggregating Rs, 1,80,508, . 
and disbursed Rs, 1,41,984 during the year. The receipts in 1877-78 were only. _ 
Rs, 1,10,700. The increase is due to the treatment as Government estates of. 
the Noabad talooks in Chittagong, formerly under circle farmers. No account 
is given of the mode in which the Fund was utilized in each district. The’ 
question of doing away with the Fund altogether in its present form is now under 
consideration, In many districts small sums are credited to it, which it is 
impossible to spend to advantage, while its existence entails the maki fe 
complicated calculations on every payment of revenue from the estates con- 
tributing to the Fund, It would be far better that the Imperial accounts should | 
be credited with the whole of the revenue that reaches the treasury, and that 
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the local Government should receive an addition to its allotment, which it coula 
expend on the improvement of Government estates in any part of the province, 
as srersees's arose. 7 oe 

18. Paragraphs '73 to 85 of the report deal with irrigation, drainage, and 
embankments, and will be considered in the Public Works Départment, 
Irrigation Branch. 

19, During the year the Board have made enquiries as to the strength and 
work of the subordinate executive establishments in cach district with special 
reference to the orders in last year’s resolution directing the more regular 
employment of these establishments in out-door duties. From 14 districts 
only were the replies received satisfactory. In many districts it is to be feared 
that no proper use is made of the Sub-Deputy Collectors and Canoongoes, and 
that they ure allowed to hang about head-quarters, the former trying petty 
cases, and the latter doing miscellaneous clerical work. The result has led the 
Board to suggest that instead of allotting these establishments to all districts 
indiscriminately, where there may or may not be field work for them, they 
should be arranged in divisional lists, and be distributed by the Commissioners 
as required. The Lieutenant-Governor will be glad to have definite proposals 
of this nature submitted for separate consideration, with such suggestions for 
seduction of expenditure, where possible, as may commend themselves to the 

ard. 

20. Tho work of the registration of proprictary interests under Aet VII 
BO) of 1878 has continued to oceupy much of the time of the collectorate 
establishments. Of 768,772 applications received up to the 81st March 1879, 
275,275 were disposed of during the year, making a total of 519,084 since the 
passing of the Act. Tho balance was 249,687, and it is hoped that in all but 
five districts the files will be entirely cleared during the current year. In 
Sarun, Cuttack, Pooree, Balasore, and Chittagong the files are peculiar: 
sheavy. Indeed, in Orissa and Chittagong it is difficult to say when the wor! 
will be closed, as the number of petty tenures, rent-free and revenue-paying, 
is abnormally great. The average cost of disposing of each application was 
4 annas only, against 6-6 annas in 1877-78. 

21. In accordance with the practice introduced last year, a brief avcount 
is given of the working of the Road Cess and Public Works Cess for the cess

28. ‘Under the salo laws no fewer than 20,648 estates and shares defaulted 
during the year against 8,077 in 1877-78, and the actual number of sales 
increased from 907 to 2,510. This apparently alarming increase is, however, 
explained by the fact that in Chittagong for the first time a vast number of petty 
talooks were thrown on the Collector’s hands owing to the abolition of circle farms. 
The number of defaults in that district rose from 4,032 to 15,453, and more 
than four-fifths of the actual sales in the province took place there (viz. 2,050), 
In the other districts the increase of 1,150 is believed to bedue toa more © 
correct system of returns called for by the resolution on last year’s report. The 
sales affected 2,450 whole estates, 58 shares, and two “rights and interests.” The 
revenue demand on these was Rs. 95,491; the arrears causing sale, Rs. 47,2445 
and the purchase money realized, Rs. 7,72,179, or over cight times the revenue. 
Government bought in'264 estates, with a demand of Rs. 5,246, for Rs. 195; 
and one share, with a revenue of Rs. 24, for Re. 1. Appeals against sales were 
preferred in 57 cases, and in 28 instances the sale was annulled. In four cases 
the sales were set aside on ground of hardship. 

24. The number of partition cases disposed of was only 830, against 684 
jn 1877-78. There was a great increase in the numberof institutions in the 
Patna Division, from 89 to 233, attributed to the fact that the Land Registra- 
tion Act has cleared the way for applications. The files of pending eases in 
the Patna Division are heavy, aggregating 680. An inerease in Bhagulpore 
is expected this year, as the land registration operations come to.a'elose. ‘Two 
special Deputy Collectors have been appointed since the close 'of the yearn 
the Patna Division to clear the files. » 

25. There were 78 cases of redemption of'land revenue during the y 
all in Calcutta and the Suburbs. The revenue redeemed was Rs. 158° ant the 
price paid Rs. 3,888. This brings the number of estates redeemed to the end 
of 1878-79 up to 16,541, and the price realized to Rs. 1,838,142, for a revenue 
of Rs. 10,288. ‘There are still 42,148 estates open to redemption, bearing a

Report on the Calcutta Court of Small Causes for 1878-79, 

The report shows that the number of cases instituted during the year was 
higher than in any previous year since the establishment of the Court. The 
total number of institutions was 37,681, or 4,171 in excess of the number in 
1877-78, The amount in litigation was Rs. 18,70,566, a larger amount than 
in any previous year except 1865-06. ‘ 

2. The increase in litigation in the year under review is noticeable in 
cases of every value, but especially in suits of small amount, in which there 
wasa considerable decrease during the previous two years. The number of 
suits of different values in each of the past five years is shown in the following

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8. The Judges have been unable to offer any very positive explanation? 
+ of this sudden increase. It is noticed, however, that there were 2,574. 
more suits for goods sold and delivered than in the previous year, and it may 
be, as suggested by the Judges, that the present high rates of provisions compel 
shop-keepers to sue their customers in order to secure payment. The increase 
in suits of high value is not so large as to require any explanation. 
The year 1877 was one of great activity in trade, and the transactions 
of that year, which explained the numbor of suits of high value in 1877-78, no 
doubt affected also the litigation of the past year. 

4. The extension of sections 26 to 80, 82, 90, 137, 192 (with the exeop- 
tion of the last paragraph), 209, 223, 225, and 383 to 887 of the Code of Civil 
Procedure to the Calcutta Court of Small Causes was notified in October last, 
and the powers of the Court have not only thereby been more cloarly defined, 
but in some important points materially increased. The change effected by the 
fifth Judge in the system under which sales of property in execution of tho 
decrees of the Court are conducted appears to have had.good results. 

5. Tho following statoment shows the result of the trials of the past 
three years, and it is satisfactory to find that thevery largo increase in the 
number of cases is composed entirely of suits in which the plaintiff kad aj ppa- 

* rently good grounds for resorting to litigation. The number of suits in whieh 
the decision was adverse to the plaintiff was less than in either of the previous

The Report on the Administration of the Police Departmont for the year 1878.

Tho Reports for the years 1876 and 1877, and the orders of Government pasted 
‘upon them. ‘ 
The total budget grant for the year, including the cost of the Chittagon, 
Fronticr Police and the Government contribution towards the Municipal i 
Railway Police, was Rs, 86,85,218. The actual expenditure was Rs. 36,42,158, 
or Rs, 2,16,604 less than that of the previous year, the principal causes of this 
reduction being the general revision of the strength of the force in April 1878, 
and the substitution of warders for police guards in nearly all the jails of the 


rovince. Compared with the previous year, there was a net decrease in the . 


istrict police force of 59 inspectors, 8 sub-inspectors, 151 head constables, 
1,025 constables, and 28 sowars; and the entire strength of the force at the 
close of the year, including the police of the Chittagong Hill Tracts and the 
Railway Police, but excluding the Municipal Police, was 78 superior officers, 
8,047 subordinate officers, and 14,789 constables. ‘I'he cost of the force em- 
loyed on purely police work was 6°6 pies per head of the population of the 
wer Provinces. In Bengal proper it was 7*1 pies, in Behar 5 pies, in Orissa 
7-1 pies, and in Chota Nagpore 10-4 pies. The proportion of police to, area, 
was 1 to 8 square miles in Bengal proper, 1 to 11% in Behar, 1 to 19:4 in 
Orissa, and 1 to 21:5 in Chota Nagpore. The proportion to population was 
¥ to. 3,824 in Bengal, 1 to 5,265 in Behar, 1 to 3,465 in Orissa, and 1 to 2,565 
in Chota Nagpore. 

2. The strength of the Municipal Police was diminished by 51 native con- 
stables, while there was an inercase of nine head constables and one European 
constable. The percentage of casualties was 26:2 as compared with 26:6 in the 
provious year and 23-4 in 1876. In the 24-Pergunnahs the total number of 
casualties was 54:1 per cent. of the entire foree; and there, as well.as,in many 
other districts, the efficiency of the police must have been seriously impaired. 
by the repeated changes, that took place. Excluding discharges,on account of 
reduotions in the sanctioned strength, the percentage of dismissals and 
resignations, on the strength of the Municipal Police Force at the beginning of the 

ear was 43°5 in the 24-Pergunnalis, 43:2 in Howrah, 38:6 in Hooghly, 33-5. im 

hagulpore, and 32°2 in Bogra. In the 24-Pergunnahs, Howrah, am Hooghly, 
the eervico appears to. be very unpopular, and erent difficulty has-been found in 
getting Bengalis to enlist. Hitherto municipal constables on sick, leave haye 
received no pay during their absence, and this fact has no doubt kept many men 
from joining ‘the force. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to find that the 
duty of providing for those who are tem rarily incapacitated for work is 
being now recognized by, municipalities, an that some of the budgets for the 
current year contain a provision on this account, The total strength of 
the Municipal Police Force was 6,386 rank and file, against 6,377 in the pre- 
vious year. . 

2 The Inspector-General has taken much pains during the past year to 
acquire information regarding the working of the Chowkidaree Act; bnt the 
Lieutenant-Governor regrets to find that further enquiry has only tended to 
confirm Mr. Monro in the view expressed by him in the last report, that “the 

mnchayets ought to be made simply to collect the money, the chowkidar 
Yeing aid at the thana as a member of the regular police force posted for a 
special purpose on detached duty in the villages.”

4, The Licutenant-Governor must admit that tho evidence of those 
Magistrates who have enquired most closely into the actual working of the Act 
shows that the provisions of the law are not carried out, that the proceedings 
laid down in its provisions are altogether in advance of tho standard to whicl 
the villagers of whom the pnnchayets are composed can conform themselves, 
and that what is done by the punchayets in the way of collecting wages, pay- 
a eval and keeping accounts is really done in an informal and 
unbusiness-like way, whilst irregularities abound, which are kept out of sight at 
inspection time. It is, however, hardly to be expected that the members 
selected to serve on a punchayet in a mofussil village will at first be found to 
discharge the duties devolving on them in a thoroughly efficient and business- 
like manner, or that men who have been brought up under the /aisser-aller 

of rural life in Bengal will fully realize the grave irregularity they are 
guilty of in not paying the chowkidar with punctuality, or the serious impro- + 
priety ofa relapso into the well-known native custom of paying a watchman 
partly in grain and partly in cash. 

5, The Lieutenant-Governor must not be understood as in any way under- 
rating the seriousness of the irregularities noticed by the Inspector-General in 
the extract of the report quoted above. Some allowance must, he thinks, be 
made for want of method and punctuality among mofussil villagers—funlts 
which no doubt experience and judicious supervision will go far to remedy. 
It is unreasonable to expect from the punchayets a higher standard in the man- 

ent of public matters than they attain in the management of their own 
siiairs or even to reach this standard; and whether the Act is perfectly suited 
to the existing condition of Bengal or not, it is certain that it provides what 
before was wholly wantwg, a rough sort of machinery for paying and super- 

ising chowkidars without cutting them off from the daily life of their village, 
and this advantage is not to be under-valued. : 

6. It is hardly to be wondered at if in many places mistakes have been 
made and unfit persons occasionally selected to serve on the punchayet. To 
give the Act a fair chance of success, it requires very careful and efficient super- 
vision on the part of the District Magistrate and the police. It is possible that 
further experience will indicate how the procedure of the Act can be simplified 
without sweeping away the machinery which it provides; but, until it has been 
given a further trial, the Lientenant-Goyvernor is not prepared to accept the 

ation passed on it by the Inspector-General. The Licutenant- 
-desires that the working of the Act may receive the careful attention 
of District” Magistrates and Sub-divisional Officers. All irregularities brought

‘the ensuing cold season.of deputing officers to visit as many 
ile where the Act is in force, to examine the accounts, and to 
e punchayets-are acquainted with the provisions of the Act. 
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7. The reports received by the Inspector-General are certainly not very 
encouraging; but looking to the state of things that provailed prior to the 
introduction of the Act, the Lieutenant-Governor considers that it cannot be 
denied that some progress has been made, when the Magistrates and District 
Superintendents of Police generally admit that the chowkidars are now much 
more regularly and better paid than formerly, that they are more regular 
in attendance at the police station, and in many districts more prompt in 
reporting crime to the police. If these objects have, as the Lieutenant- 
Governor believes, been gained, there is no reason to despair of further 
improvement with more effective suporvision and more care exercised in 
the selection of the punchayets. The power over punchayets and chow- 
kidars givon by the Act to the District Magistrate, and through him. to the 
District Superintendent, is almost absolute; but the number of chowkidars 
is so large that an intermediate agency is indispensable. ‘The Lieutenant- 
Governor is unable to agree with the Inspector-General that it would be an 
improvement on the oxisting system to restrict the duty of the punchayets to 
that of collecting the Chowkidari Tax, and to convert the 47,000 village watch- 
men into an additional body of regular police distributed throughout the country. 
Much good might, however, result if, without depriving the punchayet of its 

‘esent powers and responsibilities, the pay of the chowkidars could be dis- 
Braresd tErough the District Superintendent. On this point the Lieutenant- 
Governor has directed further enquiries with a view to ascertain if any 
practical scheme can be suggested which would not throw too much tempta- 
tion on the police through whose hands the money would probably have to 

Any change in the existing practice will require an amendment of 
section 43 of the Act. 

8. The inefficiency of the ghatwali police of Manbhoom and Bankoora 
was brought prominently to notice during the past year. The hold of the 
District Superintendent and the Magistrate over the ghatwals was» much 
weakened by the decision of the Judge of Bankoora in 1876, restoring to a sirdar 
ghatwal the service-tenure of which he had been deprived on his dismiasal for 
misconduct. Had this decision been upheld it would have been impossible any” 
longer to exercise any control over the ghatwali police. The decree of the 
Judge was, however, reversed in July 1878 by the High Court, and it has now 
been clearly and definitely laid down that a ghatwal on being dismissed from 
his post is liable to be ejected by the Magistrate from his ghatwali tenure, and 
has no right to be reinstated unless the executive authorities condone his conduct 
and restore him to his situation. There should therefore now be no difficulty 
as regards exercising control over the ghatwals, provided their service lands can 
be clearly and readily ascertained. At present, however, doubts exist as to the 
area and even as to the locality of many of the service lands, and a survey 
and record of the tenures is necessary before the Magistrate can effectually 
exorcise the powers that he undoubtedly possesses of controlling and punish- 
ing ghatwals who refuse or neglect to do the work for which their lands 
were originally assigned to them, Two Commissions have recently been 
appointed under sections 58 to 61 of Act VI (B.C.) of 1870 for the purpose of” 
ascertaining and determining the service lands in four thanas of the Tidnenors 
district, and the Board of Revenue have been consulted as to the measures to 
be adopted in order to secure an accurate survey and record of the ghatwali 
tenures in Manbhoom and Bankoora. The provisions of sections 58 to 61 of 
Act VI(B.C.) of 1870 will not apparently apply to the great majority of the 
tenures in these districts which are held, not for guarding single villages, but 
for guarding groups of villages, roads, &c,, within specified tracts of country.

9. Casualties in the Railway Police were 30 per cent. during the year, or 
2°8 per cent. less than in 1877. The admissions to hospital wére 189 per cent. 
against 179°9. The want of proper accommodation for the police at many of — 
the most unhealthy stations was noticed in last year’s resolution, and the sane- 
tion of the Board of Directors has now been obtained to the construction of — 
the necessary buildings at Howrah. As regards the buildings at the other — 
stations, there appears to have been considerable delay, as the sanction of the 
Directors has not yet been received. . The system of in 
which was reorganized in 1877, was maintained throughout the past 
and the introduction of Act VIII (B.C.) of 1878 wall, 3t is hoped, remoye 
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practical difficult hitherto felt in controlling the sirdars and digwars of Haza+s 
reebagh and Lohardugga. In Gya, owing to frequent attacks on the mails, 
the patrols’were strengthened by men from the reserve, but the facts that 
have recently been brought to light in this district show that some af least of 
the reported robberies were really the work of the police themselves, There 
were 10 parties of punitive police quartered on disturbed villages in 1878, as 
compared with 17 in 1877, ‘Three such parties were rendered necessary in 
Backergunge, owing to the frequent occurrence of unlawful assemblies ‘and 
riots. The three parties sanctioned for Rajshuhye in i877 were retained in 
1878, and there was one party in cach of the districts of Jessore, Pubna, 
Chittagong, and Balasore. The total strength of the ten parties of punitive 
lice was 1 sub-inspector, 13 head constables, and 10S constables, as compared 
with 1 sub-inspector, 23 head constables, and 163 constables in 1877. An 
extra inspector was sanctioned last August for the Patna Division to supervise 
the traffic in arms on the Nepal frontier. There were 175  tairs specially 
attended by the police, against 152 in 1877. Convictions were obtained in $8 
out of the 112 cases investigated by the police in connection with these fairs. 
The aggregate value of the property stolen from the 3,857,541 persons who 
attended the fairs was reported to be only Rs. 2,526, of which Rs, 1,340, or 
53 per cent., was recovered by the police. The sum of Rs. 2,526 can, however, 
scarcely represent the total loss, and it is probable that only the more serious 
cases of theft were reported. T'wo cuses at the Baroonco Fair in Dacca alone 
account for Rs. 1,720 out of the Rs. 2,526 returned as stolen, and in one of 
these cases Rs, 750 was recovered, leaving only Ks. 590 as the total yalue of 
the recoveries in the remaining reported cases. Thirty-eight professional 
thieves from Gonda in Oudh were arrested on their way to the Sonepore Fair. 
10. In the regular police, 99 per cent. of the ingpectors, 98 nt. of 
the sub-inspectors, 86 per cent. of the head constables, and 38 per cent. of the 
constables can read and write, there being an improvement of one per cent, in 
each of the last two figures as compared with the corresponding re- 
turns of the previous year. In the Municipal Police the number of —con- 
stables who can read and write is only 12 per cent. of the totul number, 
and of head constables and sub-inspectors only 71 per cent. Casualties 
in the regular police amounted to 18 per cent. of the entire strength 
as compared with 13 per cent. in each of the years 1877 and 1876, 115 
per cent. in 1875, and 13-1 per cent in 1874. This increase is mainly 
accounted for by the increased number of retirements on pension or gratuity, 
and discharges due to the general revision of the police force in April 1878, 
and the introduction of the warder system in jails. The same causes no doubt 
explain part of the increase in the number of resignations; but in many 
districts the large number of resignations can only be accounted for by the 
unpopularity uf the service, and tho difficulty the men find in living on their 
pay with grain at its present price. ‘The resignations in Pubna were 10 per 
cent. of the entire strength, in the Government Railway Police and in 
Moorshedabad 11 per cent., in the 24-Pergunnahs and in Howrah 12 per cent, 
and. in Hooghly 86 per cent. In the last-named district it has recently 
been found necessary to hold in abeyance the rule restricting the propor- 
tion of foreigners to Bengalis in the force. The proportion of dismissals 
to strength was highest in Bogra, where it was 13 por cent. ; in Noakholly it 
was 9 cent. ; in Hooghly und in the Railway Police 7 per cent ; and in Jes- 
sore and Purneah 6 per cent. There was an improvement in the general 
health of the force, the admissions to hospital being 58 per cent., or 5-7 
Pascont. less than in the previous year. In the Chittagong Hill Tracts, the 
ions to hospital were 323-9 per cent. of the total strength of the foree, and 
in the Railway Police, Beerbhoom, Singbhoom, and Tipperah, the admissions 
were above 100 per cent. of the strength of the police. The mortality was 
highest in Dinagepore and Julpigoree, being 6:4 aud 5°8 per cent. of the total 
| st In the entire force of the province the death-rate was 2°3 per cent., 
or the samo as in 1877. 
11, The total number of punishments inflicted on members of the foree was 
4,613, as compared with 4,792 in 1877 and 5,094 in 1876. There has been a 
y fail during the past three years in the number of departmental punish- 
and also in tho number of convictions under Act V of 1861; but the 
r tions under the Penal Code has risen during the same period. 
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\These convictions were 832 in 1875, 341 in 1876, 364 in 1877, and 380 
in.,1878.,. The number of officers punished for offences under the Penal 
Code was 2 per cent. of the total strength, and the number of constables 
1-9 per ent... Two sub-inspectors, three head constables, and ten constables 
of t] rogular police were convicted of causing hurt or wrongful confinement 
in. order, to extort confessions, while in 1877 five head constables and nine 
constables were found guilty of these offences. Mr. Monro states that he 
believes that this cluss of cases is rapidly disappearing, and that, although 
the number of men punished was slightly greater than in the previous year, 
the number of cases has diminished. ‘The Lieutenant-Governor trusts that 
this is so; but, although tho number of men convicted does not accurately 
indicate the amount of crime, it appears to be the only criterion available, 
In most cases when a police officer is convicted of extorting or attempt- 
ing to extort a confession, or of fabricating false evidence, it may be 
assumed that it is not his first offence. The aim of the police officer is to 
gain a good reputation as a detective, and this cannot be secured by a 
confession extorted in a solitary case. The one case in which a conviction 
is obtained is probably only the lust of a series of cases in which the policeman 
has escaped detection, This view has been confirmed by the daclosnres, 
that have taken place in the Gya district, where it has been proved that 
some of the police have for years been engaged in the commission of 
dacoities, mail robberies, and other offences, with the chief object of gaining 
areputation for detective ability by securing the conviction of innocent persons 
for the crimes that they themselves had committed or caused to be committed. 
The High Court have recently upheld the conviction of a sub-inspector of this 
district for fabricating false evidence in a ease of mail robbery in which an 
innocent man was convicted; and elthough another and still more important 
trial of an inspector of the same district has ended in the prisoner's acquittal, 
there can be no doubt as to the guilt of a large portion of the Gya police. 
‘The recent disclosures haye rendered necessary the entire revision of the distriet 
force, and this is now being carried out under the Inspector-General’s instrue- 
tions. During the year 2 head constables, 18 constables, and 1 chowkidar were 
judicially punished for extortion, and in one case a constable of the 24-Per- 
gunnahs force was convicted of extorting money from some villagers 
by telling them that he had orders to select men for service in the 
Afghan war. On the other hand there were many instances of excellent 
service rendered hy the police. In 41 districts, 14 inspectors, 128 sub-inspee- 
tors, 863 head constables, 1,089 constables, and 79 chowkidars were specially 
rewarded by promotion ormoney grants for courage, address, or distinguished 

ae these figures compare very favourably with the correspondin; 
statistics of the previous year. Inspectors Huro Prosad Das, Jadu Nat! 
Das, Gouripodo Chuckrabatti, Prosono Kumar Bose, Ram Kumar Ghose, 
Nobokissen Pal, Abdul Ali, and Rama Rao, and sub-inspectors Dwarkanath 
Banerjea, Issur Chundra Chatterjea, Raghobram Ghose, Nizamutollah, Hurrish 
Chundra Chowdhry, Shushi Kumar Sen, Degun Lal, Feda Hossein, Kripa 
Sunder Mohunto, and Chundra Sekur Bose are mentioned by the Inspector- 
General as deserving special commendation. 

12. The total amount of treasure escorted by ihe Felice was nine crores 
and sixty-six lakhs of rupees, and no loss occurred during the year. The 
number of suicides was 2,429, or 83 less than in the previous year, There 
were in all 27,034 reported deaths from accidental causes, as compared with 
24,880 in 1877. Of these 11,100 were caused by drowning, 10,242 by snake- 
bite, and 1,314 by wild beasts, the corresponding figures for 1877) being 
10,018, 9,361, and 1,213 respectively. The total reported loss of life in’ 
Bengal by wild beasts and snake-bite during the year amounted to 11,556, or 
*19 per thousand of the population, as compared with ‘17 per thousand in 1877, 
There were 219 railway accidents during the year; in there, 36 servants of 
the railway companies and 40 private persons were killed, while 28 servants 
of the companies and 17 other persons were wounded. Four of the accidents 
were collisions involving serious damage to the line and rolling stock, 

13. The total number of cognizable cases reported was 113,621, against 
108,989 in 1877 and 117,559 in 1876. If cases declared false by Magistrates are 
deducted, the numbers are 101,319, 94,362, and 95,747 respectively. Of 



















































against propetty there was an increase of 6,310 reported cases and of 7,074. 
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true cases, while of offences against the person the increase was 282. reported 
eases and 858 true cases. ‘The rise of 1°8 per cent. in reported crimes’ 
against the person is too small to need explanation, and the larger increase 
in the number of true cases is sufficiently explained by the stricter pro- 
cedure in striking off cases as false. The orders of Governmenton this 
subject had effect throughout the past year, and the result was a falling-off of 
4 per cent. in the number of offences against the person declared to be false, 
For the increase in the number of offences against property various possible 
causes are assigned, but it appears to the Licutenant-Governor that 
high prices and the consequent distress among the non-agricultural classes 

ford a true and sufficient explanation. In nearly every district in the province 
the prices of the staple food-grains were higher than in the scarcity year 
of 1874, and yet with the returns of that year those of 1878 compare very 
favourably. ‘The number of reported offences against property was, in 
1878, 79,575, as compared with 73,265 in 1877, and 92,489 in 1874; the 
number of cases declared true was 69,736, against 61,762 in 1877 and 
71,958 in 1874. It is possible that the increase in the number of reported offences 
against property, ascompared with the returns of tho years 1877 and 1876, may 
be partly due to crime being now more regularly reported by chowkidars, but 
there is certainly no reason to think that the reduction in ‘the police force, 
or the additional work thrown on its members by the investigation of cases 
which were formerly treated under section 117 of the Criminal Procedure Oode, 
has in any way affected the number of cases reported to have occurred during 
the year ; the number of reported cases was in five Commissioners’ Divisions 
Jess in 1878 than in 1877, one of these being the Orissa Division, in which 
the heaviest reductions were effected. The Inspector-General does not 
apparently attribute any material portion of the inerease in crimes against 
property to the diminution in the number of prosecutions for bad livelihood, 
although the prosecutions under this head fell from 5,154 in 1876 and 3,173 in 
1877 to 1,216 in 1878, while the convictions in the same three’ years 
were 3,618, 2,184 and 777, respectively. In more than one district, however, 
the policy of Government on this subject has been assigned as an explanation of 
the large number of offences against property. The Lieutenant-Governor is well 
aware that among the large number of persons convicted in provious years on 
evidence of general bad repute, there must have been some real criminals whose 
imprisonment tended to the decrease of crime, though in no way in proportion 
to the amount of hardship and wrong caused to the number of innocent persons 
who were prosecuted. Any slight increase in offimces against property that 
may be fairly attributed to Sir Ashley Eden’s orders with regard to these 
prosecutions appears, from a comparison of the returns of 1878 with those of 
1874 and 1875, to have been far more than compensated for by the increased 
activity of the police in watching bad characters and in the investigation and 
suppression of actual crime. 

14. The diminution in the number of cases declared false still continues, 
there being only 12,302 such cases out of a total of 113,621 cases reported in 
1878, as compared with 14,627 out of 108,989 in 1877 and 21,812 out of 117,559 
in 1876, The percentages of cases struck off as false to cases reported wore 
highest in Backergunge (28:4), Rungpore (28-2), Balasore (21'8), Cuttack (21°4), 
Midnapore (18-7), and Pubna (15-9). The percentages were lowest in the 
Sonthal Pergunnahs (1-3), Darjeeling (2-7), Maldah (8:2), Dinagepore (3-6), 
Bankoora (3:9), Mymensingh (), Chumparun (4:2), Lohardugga (4:2), and 
Eee been (43). It is clear, therefore, that there is still a great want of 

iformity of procedure in dealing with eases reported by the police in C 
form as false, for it is impossible to suppose that the proportion of false cases to 
the total number reported varies in diferent districts to the extent indicated 

~ by the figures given above. In Backergunge, for example, there were 3,914 
eases reported, and of these 1,115, or 28-4 per cont., were declared to be false, 
while prosecutions against complainants were only instituted in 62 cases. 
In the adjoining district of Mymensingh the number of cases reported was 
8,904, and of these only 157, or 4 per cent., were struck off as false, while the 
of prosecutions of complainants was 63. Similar discrepancies are 
inthe percentages of cases declared false to tho total number of 


















j a eiciping districts in other divisions; and it seems clear that the figures 
on pages 35 and 36 of thie report are yet valueless for 
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the purpose of comparing different districts. The extracts from the reports of 
‘Magistrates and Commissioners, given by the Inspector-General, show that the 
orders of Government, embodied in Police Circular No. I of 1877, are in many 
instances wholly misunderstood or neglected. Where the police and magi 
tracy axe efficient, and where prosecutions are judiciously instituted against 
those who wilfully and maliciously prefer false complaints, there will no doubt be 
a decreaso in the number of cases that should, under the circular, be entered 
as false; but these causes are wholly insufficient to account for percentages of 
21 or 28 per cent. Probably in every district where the number of cases 
declared false exceeds 10 per cent. of the total number, it will be found on 
enquiry that the Magistrates enter as false, cases that should be excluded 
from the returns of cognizable crime either because they are non-cognizable 
or because they are false only through a mistake of law or fact. As remarked 
by the Inspector-General, ‘it is obviously useless to present to 
overeat statistics of false cases and comment on percentages when the 
very plain instructions contained in the circular on false cases are disregarded. 
The instructions are perfectly clear and distinct, the very orders to be 
recorded are given, and thero can be no possible difficulty in carrying 
out the instructions contained in the circular.” The subject is one of great 
importance, for if the orders of Government were attended to the returns 
of false and true cases would be of considerable value as a test of magisterial 
and police administration, The Lieutcnant-Governor must therefore request 
Commissioners to call for a report from all District Magistrates and sati 
themselves that every Magistrate in their divisions has read and made himself 
thoroughly acquainted with the orders contained in Circular No.1 of the 17th 
August 1577 and now understands which cases are to be entered as false, and which 
cases are not to appear in the returns of cognizable crime. The number of pro- 
secutions instituted for false complaints was 1,459, or 1:28 per cent. of the number 
of cases reported, against 1,176, or 1:07 per centin 1877. ‘The number of cases in 
which convictions were obtained was 592 against 449 ; the number of persons con- 
victed 640 against 486. Until uniformity of system is adopted in declaring cases 
to be false, it is useless to compare with those cases the number of prosecutions 
instituted for false complaints. The results of prosecutions for preferring 
false complaints were good in Rajshabye, Noakholly, Shahabad, Mozufferpore, 
Chumparun, Cuttack, Gurjhats, Durblunga, Monghyr, and the Sonthal Pergun- 
nahs. These cases are extremely difficult to prove, and yet in each of the districts 
just named convictions were obtained in at least 50 per cent. of the cases 
instituted. In the Sonthal Pergunnahs each of the 16 cases instituted resulted 
in a conviction; in the Gurjhats 13 out of 14, and’ in Chumparun 14 out of 
16 cases were successful. 

15. The orders of Government on the subject of refusal of enquiry in 
petty cases had full effect during the past year. Out of a total of 101,319 cases 
reported as true only 3,727 were not enquired into by the police, while in 1877, 
out of 94,362 true cases reported, investigation was refused in 8,595 ‘cases. 
In every division the percentage of cases not enquired into has diminished, 
and in only two districts, Gya and Singhboom, did the cases not investigated 
reach 10 per cent. of the total number of casos reported. In the former 
of these districts the percentage fell from 33:2 in 1877 to 139 in 1878, The 
increase in the number of cases investigated was attended by a decrease in the 
proportion of cases in which convictions were obtained to the number investi- 
gated—the natural result of a large number of unpromising cases being 
enquired into, This was of course anticipated and is in no way a subject for 
regret. It shows that the police exercise some discretion in selecting the 
cases in which they abstain from investigation, but every case which, under 
the practice formerly adopted, would have remained without investigation but 
now results in a conviction is a clear gain. ‘The views, however, expressed by 
Mr. Monro in his 143rd paragraph, as to the expediency of relaxing the hard 
and fast line, where he thinks the orders of Government have been overstrained, 
have the Lieutenant-Goyernor’s concurrence, : 

16. The total number of cognizable cases reported during the year and 
ponding from the previous year Was 115,058. Of these 12,802 were declared 

se and 3,727 were treated under section 117 of the Criminal Procedure 
Code. In 35,812 out of the remaining 99,029 cases, or in 86-1 per 
convictions were obtained. The percentages of convictions in 1876 
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1877 were 39°2 and 38°05 respectively. This falling-off in the general percent. 
age of convictions occurred in cases under miscellaneous laws, in which the 
percentage of convictions is always high; omitting these cases the percentage 
of convictions to true cases investigated was 23'5, against 23-4 in 1877. Taking 
into consideration the fact that there’was an ir in the proportion of cases 
investigated, it follows that the ‘improvement w mewhat greater than the 
figures just given indicate, but the results of the investigation of erime in Bengal 
cannot be regarded as satisfactory. Of 101,039 persons arrested in 1878, 60,147 
or 59°5 per cont. were convicted, against 49°3 per cent. in 1877 and 49 per cent, in 
1876. Of those actually put on trial 607 p it. were convicted, as compared 
with 61:6 per cent in 1577 ; the acquittals were 33-9 per cent., as compared with 
34-1 cent. in the previous year. ‘The percentages of convictions to arrests in 
the different divisions were Burdwan, 64; Bhagulpore, 65; Chittagong, 64 ; 
Chota Nagpore, 64; Patna, 63; Rajshahye, 61; Presidency, 60; Orissa, 58; 
Dacca, 56. The best results were obtained in Howrah (77°1), Darjeeling (77), 
Patna (72), 24-Pergunnahs (71:7), and Lohardugga (70:1), Less than half 
the number arrested were convicted in Mymensingh (46-9), Backergunge (48), 
Rungpore (48-6), and Balasore . The statement showing the results of 
- investigations by the police is most unfavourable to the districts of Manbhoom 
and Rungpore, where only 179 and 19 per cent. respecti of cases investi- 
ted were successful. In the Gurjhats, Gya, Purneah, Mymensingh, 
‘urreedpore, Rajshahye, Backergunge, and Sarun the results wera but little 
more satisfactory, the proportion of successful cases to the total number 
investigated being in each district less tha per cent. 

17. Of prisoners committed to the Sessions 40 per cent. were acquitted, 
against 39 per cent. in 1877 and 36:9 per cent. in 1876, The largest percentages 
of acquittals on commitments to the Sessions were in the Gurjhats (100), Beor- 
bhoom (75), Pooree (70), Pubna (61:2), Gya (60), Furreedpore (59-2), Dinagepore 
(58°6), Shahabad (54:5), Balasore (53-3), and Hooghly (51-5). In only 183 out 
of 2,169 cases, in which appeals from Magistrates’ decisions were preferred to 
the Court of Sessions, was Government represented. Out of 1,131 cognizable 
sessions cases, 144 were conducted before the Magistrate by the District 
Superintendent or Assistant Superintendent, and in 69 cases the prosecution 
was similarly conducted before the Court of Sessions. The Lieutenant-Governor 
has recently directed that in all difficult poisor cases the prosecution shall, 
whenever it is possible, be conducted by the District Superintendent. 

18. The gross value of property stolen during the year was Rs. 10,71,578 
and of recovered property Rs. 3,33,344, or 31-1 per cent. of the amount stolen, 
In 1876 and 1877 the percentages were 51°8 and 51'2 respectively. In no single 
district did the recoveries amount to 60 per cent. of the property stolen, 
but in each of the districts of Bogra, Balasore, 24-Pergunnahs and Monghyr 
the recoveries exceeded 50 per cent., while in Dacca, Mymensingh and Rungpore
